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Selectboard close town 
pool, town beach

BELCHERTOWN - Fol- 
lowing Gov. Charlie Baker’s 
announcement of the first 
phase of reopening the state of 
Massachusetts, the Belchertown 
Selectboard decided to close or 
limit those town services where 
it would not be possible enforce 
social distancing. 

The town beach and town 
pool have been closed by vote of 
the selectboard. The town beach 
will be closed for the 2020 sea- 
son and the town pool will be 
discussed at the selectboard’s 
first meeting in September. 

Belchertown Town Admini- 
strator Gary Brougham 
explained Baker’s plan for 
reopening the state leaves a lot 
of uncertainty as of Monday. 

“Gov. Baker and his team 
moved forward with opening the 
state with specific dates outlin- 
ing which activities can occur,” 


he said. “However, there is still a 
lot of uncertainty. For example, 
there are some occupancy spec- 
ifications about work environ- 
ments proposing to limit offic- 
es to 25 percent occupancy. If 
we do that in the Town Clerk’s 
office, that’s half a person.” 

Selectboard member Nick 
O’Connor said he wanted to be 
proactive about social services. 

“In the case of the play- 
ground, we had people who 
were not adhering to the guide- 
lines, even after we put up a 
fence. I think we should get out 
in front of this,’ he said. “think 
we heed a plan.” 

Selectboard members agreed 
with O’ Connor. 

Jen Turner added that there is 
not a real timeline laid out and 
there are differences between 
aspects of the plan in different 
parts of the state. 

“The governor is allowing the

GRANBY -— Severe storms 
last Friday, downed trees and cut 
power for those across the state. 
At one point, there were notifica- 
tions of tornado watches. 

The town of Granby was affect- 
ed by the storm with some outag- 
es and downed trees, but “fared 
well,’ according to Granby Fire 
Chief, John Mitchell. 

“The police department 
responded to calls of trees down, 
and if they need to, they’ll call 
us,’ Mitchell said. “But we had 
some power loss and National 
Grid responded quickly and fixed 
them.” 

Granby Highway Superin- 
tendent, David Desrosiers, said 
the storm required about a half 
dozen trees to be limbed or taken

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Landowners eligible for MassConn’s Sustainable Forest Partnership

REGION -- Landowners who 
own woods in south central 
Massachusetts or who have a for- 
est management plan could con- 
sider looking into MassConn’s 
Sustainable Forest Partnership; 
a program that’s helping land- 
owners apply for United States 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) Natural Resources 
Conservation Service’s (NRCS) 
cost-share funding to implement 
conservation practices on their 
land. 

The program is part of a $6.1 
million Southern New England 
Heritage Forest conservation 
Initiative, an unprecedented 
three-state collaboration involv- 
ing the states of Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, and Rhode Island 
and made possible through 
the Regional Conservation 
Partnership Program of the 
NRCS. 

Grant funds are available to 
pay for about 75% of the cost of 
conservation practices to improve 
forest health and productivi- 


ty and enhance wildlife habitat. 
Also, landowners will have the 
opportunity to choose and work 
with a Massachusetts Licensed 
Forester to implement activities 
such as forest stand improvement 
and thinning, salvaging dead 
and dying oak trees, and more. 
Ideally, this program is ideally 
suited landowners who have a for- 
est management plan at the stew- 
ardship level and own more than 
10 acres of woods, according to 
the MassConn Sustainable Forest 
Partnership. 

“We estimate that a range of 
1,500 to 2,000 potential landown- 
ers could be eligible in the area 
for our program,” said Ed Hood, 
coordinator with the MassConn 
Sustainable Forest Partnership 
and executive director of the 
Opacum Land Trust. “In addition 
to individuals and families who 
own woodlands, the program is 
also open to other types of private 
landowners including nonprofit 
land trusts, conservation organiza- 
tions and institutions.” 

As for conservation practices, 
landowners can use a wide range 
of practices approved by the 


NRCS. Practices are anticipated 
to be forest stand improvement 
and thinning, restoration of woods 
impacted by gypsy moth damage, 
invasive plant control and man- 
agement, construction and stabi- 
lization of woodland access trails, 
and forest bird and wildlife habi- 
tat enhancement. 

“All landowners who apply 
for funding will need to have an 
NRCS-approved forest manage- 
ment plan,’ Hood said. “For those 
who don’t already have one, the 
program also provides cost share 
funding for landowners to hire a 
licensed forester to develop a for- 
est management plan and conduct 
a bird habitat assessment for their 
property. Landowners who own 
more than ten acres are eligible 
to have their plan approved by the 
MA Department of Conservation 
and recreation and participate in 
the state’s Chapter 61 tax reduc- 
tion programs.” 

Hood said the program runs 
until the summer of 2022, so 
funding will be available over the 
next two or more years. 

“Landowners who are interest- 
ed in participating in the program 


will follow an application and 
implementation process that fol- 
lows NRCS requirements and will 
take several months to more than 
a year to see a project through 
to completion,” said Hood. “For 
most landowners, forest manage- 
ment is a long-term endeavor. 
Some improvements will be seen 
very quickly, while others may 
take years to become fully appar- 
ent.” 

Regarding the need to maintain 
or restore forested areas, Hood 
said that healthy forests provide 
several vital functions for their 
communities. One is that forests 
filter and protect ground water, 
providing the region with its pri- 
mary source of fresh drinking 
water, whether it’s taken from 
wells or from surface reservoirs. 

“Without forests, the cost of 
providing clean drinking water 
would be a heavy burden on users 
and taxpayers,” said Hood. 

Another reason is that forests 
filter and clean the air, remov- 
ing large amounts of particulate 
matter from the air we breathe. 
“Forests also generate oxygen 
while absorbing and storing car- 


bon dioxide,’ said Hood. 

Hood said healthy forests also 
provide economic opportunity 
from wood products such as tim- 
ber, firewood and maple syrup. 

“Tourism to the parks, state 
forests, conservation areas, and 
lakes and rivers are an import- 
ant part of the region’s tourism 
economy,’ said Hood. “Hunting, 
fishing, birdwatching, camping, 
and hiking are all important parts 
of our rural life and tourism to our 
region. Without healthy forests, 
these activities would disappear.” 

Professional forester 
Christopher Riely, who is also 
coordinating this project, said this 
program covers over 28 towns 
that lie between Springfield and 
Worcester. This includes towns 
such as Belchertown, Brimfield, 
Hampden, Holland, Ludlow, 
Monson, Palmer, Wales, Ware, 
and more. 

The state’s NCRS has frequent 
application review deadlines, so 
those who are interested in apply- 
ing can do so at any time. To get

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Courts remain closed through June 1

he Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts’ many courts remain 
closed after the state Supreme 
Judicial Court ordered courts to 
remain closed to the general public 
through June 1. 

But one thing that has not been as 
clear to many individuals is how to 
access a modified court system while 
the state of emergency is in effect. 

The Hampden, Hampshire, and 
Northwestern District Attorneys’ 
offices are operating with a reduced 
staff in person at the courthouse. 
Judges in all the courts are on a rota- 
tion as well to limit their exposure to 
the public. 

According to a message from 
the Supreme Judicial Court, court 
appearances are still limited to “emer- 
gency matters.” The newest order was 
issued on April 27, and stated the fol- 
lowing: 

“The Supreme Judicial Court today 
issued an updated order, which will 
be effective May 4, 2020, regarding 
the operation of Massachusetts state 
courts and courthouses during the 
ongoing COVID-19 pandemic. 

Under the new order, until at 
least June 1, 2020, all courts of the 
Commonwealth will continue to

be open to conduct court business, 
but courthouses will continue to be 
closed to the general public, except 
where entry is required to address 
emergency matters that cannot be 
addressed virtually (by telephone, 
videoconference, email, or compara- 
ble means, or through the electronic 
filing system). 

Jury trials in both criminal and 
civil cases in state courts are post- 
poned to a date no earlier than July 1, 
2020. All bench trials, in both crim- 
inal and civil cases are postponed to 
a date no earlier than June 1, unless 
they may be conducted virtually by 
agreement of the parties and of the 
court. The new order also extends 
various deadlines.” 

With jury trials off, anyone with 
jury service should considered it can- 
celled through July 1. 

Because of social distancing, bench 
trials are also postponed. Many of the 
rules regarding a person’s right to a 
“speedy” trial have been temporari- 
ly suspended. Additionally, the stat- 
ute of limitations on many different 
types of crimes is also temporarily 
suspended. 

The SJC is keeping a running jus- 
tice system, utilizing many other 
methods that others are using to com- 
municate such as telephone telecon- 
ferencing, videoconferencing, email 


and other means. 

With clerks’ offices still open, 
individuals needing assistance can 
contact their respective clerk’s office. 
Clerk’s offices remain open in all 
courts, and they are staffed for people 
to call and ask questions. 

In terms of criminal activity, 
the courts are still processing and 
arraigning suspects. Arraignments 
have also occurred remotely and 
through alternate means. In most 
cases, arraignments occur with an 
individual in jail, while their attorney, 
a prosecutor, and judge conduct an 
arraignment by teleconference. 

One thing that will need to be 
figured out when courts are able to 
resume their regular activity, is how 
to cure the backlog of criminal cases 
that will keep building up before July 
1. 

Examples of emergencies where 
an individual can access the courts 
include: Restraining orders, or situ- 
ations where an individual poses a 
threat of danger to themselves or oth- 
ers. Most civil matters, however, will 
have to wait. 

While the governor has introduced 
a gradual re-opening plan, the court 
has its own jurisdiction to decide how 
it will re-open its regular operations.;

Dentistry in the 
age of COVID-19 


ow our lives have 
changed in the last 60 
days! Our country has 


been rocked by a novel respira- 
tory pathogen called COVID-19. 
Our doctors, nurses and health 
care providers have been on the

quarantined at home. Slowly, as 

we learn more about the virus, our country will gain 
more control over the situation, our health care sys- 
tem and our patients will adapt. When the country 
does re-open, going to your local medical provider 
will look a little different. Dentistry is not immune to 
these changes. Fortunately, dentistry has been at the 
forefront of sterilization and infection control since the 
AIDS epidemic of the early 1980s. 

Dentistry has always engaged, and will always 
engage, in the strictest infection control processes. 
Most of dentistry’s disinfection protocols have been 
focused on blood-borne pathogens. All surfaces are 
sprayed, wiped and decontaminated after every patient 
encounter. All procedural instruments are sterilized or 
disposed. There are numerous barriers throughout the 
treatment area. Every dental clinician, whether dentist, 
assistant or hygienist, wears masks, gloves and eye- 
wear during procedures. Every dental team member 
goes through extensive yearly trainings. 

The dental team, already highly trained, is poised to 
rise to another level of sterility, but this time focused 
on airborne pathogens. Sophisticated air cleaners and 
HEPA filters are making their way into the dental 
office. N95 respirator masks — the ones seen on the 
evening news — will become commonplace. Computer 
technology, which has already revolutionized medicine 
and dentistry, will provide more patient security in the 
form of paperless charts and contactless payment sys- 
tems. Social distancing, already commonplace in the 
grocery store and hardware store, will be the norm in 
all dental offices. 

Unfortunately, just like HIV, COVID will be a virus 
that our society must learn to live with. Whether we 
wait until tomorrow, next week, or next month to 
resume our lives, the virus will still be there. As much 
as we would all like to drop off our teeth for cleaning, 
and then pick them up later, that is not the world we 
live in. Over the past eight weeks, our office has been 
seeing patients for emergency treatment. Now, more 
than ever, the doctor-patient relationship is built on 
trust and mutual understanding. 

To date, there has not been a single documented case 
of COVID transmission in the dental office, whether 
from patient to provider or from facility to patient. As 
we speak, dental offices are re-opening for routine care 
in France and Italy. The process of providing dental 
care in those countries is a little different now, but it is 
safe delivery of care, and they are not experiencing any 
complications. 

Each and every dental team member has patient 
well-being and safety as the top priority. The facility 
and the process may look different from past months 
and it may be more difficult to see your friendly 
hygienist’s smile under the mask, but the dental team 
is here to serve you.

Broccoli, anyone? 


ots of people shy away from growing 

broccoli in the garden, but it really 

is quite easy to produce stalks that 
rival those you’d buy at the gro- 
cery store. I got to the task of get- 
ting my transplants in the ground 
this weekend. Hopefully by early 
July I will be freezing lots of this 
yummy vegetable. Read on to 
learn the ropes of broccoli culture. 

Planning for the broccoli har- 
vest began back in the winter 
when I ordered my seeds. I pre- 
fer to grow three or more variet- 
ies, each with a different matu- 
rity date, that way I don’t have 
a bumper crop all at once. With big heads 
staggered over the course of a few weeks, 
freezing won’t become overwhelming. I 
also like to extend the harvest, so I am sure 
to include varieties that produce good side 
shoots. 

I sowed my seeds off heat in early April, 
and transplanted the seedlings into recy- 
cled six-packs by months’ end. Over the 
last three weeks I have nursed them along 
inside on sunny window sills and outdoors 
when weather permitted. They are at the 
four-inch leaf” stage right now, the per- 
fect size to transplant into the garden. If 
you are purchasing your plants from the 
garden center, try to select seedlings that 
size. Sometimes when they are bigger, and 
root bound, they become stunted and never 
develop decent heads. If you chose them 
from inside a greenhouse, spend a few days 
hardening them off prior to planting by grad- 
ually exposing them to outdoors. If possible, 
choose a cloudy, drizzly day for installing in 
the garden. Amend the soil with a shovel full 
of aged compost or manure for each plant 
along with a sprinkling of lime and granular 
organic fertilizer. I like planting broccoli a 
foot apart in staggered “wide rows;” it saves 
space in the garden because fewer foot paths 
are needed.

Since cutworms find broccoli 


seedlings especially appealing, 
circle the plant’s stem at plant- 
ing time with a barrier of thick 
paper or cardboard sunk into the 
soil an inch or two. The waxy 
containers that soy milk or orange juice 
come in work great, and are easily cut to the 
right size with a pair of scissors. Don’t put 
this job off; sometimes cutworms can find 
transplants the very first night! 

As the season progresses be on the look- 
out for the green cabbage worm; you will 
see the white moths first. A friend of mine 
had great luck capturing them with a butter- 
fly net! I usually just remove the few worms 
I find and as long as I am diligent this pest 
doesn’t pose a huge problem. 

In what seems like no time at all, heads 
will start to form. When they are the size 
of a quarter scratch in some more granular 
fertilizer at the base of the plant. Make sure 
moisture is sufficient. Harvest when the 
main head is still tightly packed but before 
it bursts into flower. Some heads may grow 
eight inches or more, but others don’t have 
the same potential. Freeze in small portions 
after blanching with steam or boiling water 
for three minutes, chilling in an ice bath and 
air drying. 

The cross-striped cabbageworm poses a 
worse problem in my garden than any other 
caterpillar, and usually appears mid-harvest.

About the ‘Earnings Test’ and 


‘Registering’

Dear Rusty: Does tax filing status matter 
when calculating how much you can earn with- 
out a reduction in your monthly Social Security 
payout? My wife and I have filed a joint income 
tax return for years. My wife is working and 
I’m 62 and wondering if I start drawing Social 
Security, does the earnings limit only relate to 
what I earn, or does it include what my wife 
earns as well? Is the earnings limit tied to our 
IRS filing status? I need to know if I should 
file my taxes as a single to be sure my wife’s 
earnings are not combined with mine to affect 
my Social Security payment. Also, I’ve read 
that it’s recommended to register online with 
Social Security if you’re 62. As I understand 
it, this should be done even if one’s not intend- 
ing to start benefits yet. Is this true? What are 


the benefits for doing this? Does it make for 
a quicker start of payments once the election 
to start benefits is made? Would it help my 
wife should I die prior to starting my benefits? 
Signed: Wondering 

Dear Wondering: Income tax filing 
status doesn’t matter when it comes 
to determining if your earnings from 
work exceed Social Security “earnings 
limit.” If you collect Social Security 
before you reach your full retirement 
age (FRA), your wife’s earnings from work- 
ing will not be counted toward your personal 
Social Security earnings limit. The earnings test 
looks only at your personal earnings and, if you 
exceed the limit, Social Security will take back 
some of your benefits. But only your personal 
earnings — as reported on your W-2 or Self- 
Employment tax return — count. If you’re not 
working, then your Social Security benefits will 


not be affected by the earnings test, even if you 
file a joint return which has an Adjusted Gross 
Income (AGI) which is more than the annual 
earnings limit because your wife works. 

As for your second question: it is not 
necessary, nor would it gain you any 
advantage, to “register” with Social 
Security before you are ready to claim 
your benefits. Indeed, Social Security 
does not even provide you with a way 
to do that. What they do provide is a 

way for you to create your own personal “My 
Social Security” online account, which gives 
you access to all of the online features pro- 
vided by the Social Security Administration, 
including allowing you to apply for your bene- 
fits online (the fastest way to claim) whenever

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Stop and Shop gives back

REGION — For many of the small busi- 
nesses that are struggling to outlast the pan- 
demic, survival is the sole priority. Other 
larger corporations have the luxury to con- 
tribute to the survival of their communities 
as a whole and Stop and Shop is among 
them. 

Stop and Shop, a supermarket chain 
with hundreds of stores scattered across 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
New York and Rhode Island, is making 
a concerted effort to give back. External 
Communications/Community Relations 
Manager Maura O’Brien shed light on the 
brand’s ongoing charitable endeavors. 

“Stop and Shop donated $1 million to 
be divided among its 13 regional food 
bank partners. The money supported 
food banks in Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York and New Jersey in 
their efforts to fight food insecurity amid 
the current pandemic,’ said O’ Brien. 

On a daily basis, the grocer chain is 
also donating 5,000 free fresh meals to 
healthcare first responders at hospitals in 
Massachusetts, New York and New Jersey. 
In Connecticut, Stop and Shop donated 
more than 30 pallets of essential goods 
such as toilet paper, peanut butter and reus- 
able bags to Hartford Hospital. 

“We have also donated more than 
$50,000 of food to both the Connecticut 
Food Bank and Feeding Westchester, two 
of the counties in Stop and Shop’s oper- 
ating area that have been hardest hit by 
COVID-19,” said O’Brien. “Assisting those 
who are food insecure, along with front 
line workers, throughout this crisis 1s inte- 
gral to our communities during this time.” 

In response to the pandemic, Stop and 
Shop launched the “Please” campaign, urg- 
ing customers to take simple but necessary 
steps to increase the safety of employees 
and fellow customers. Among other rec- 


ommendations, the campaign encourages 
customers to shop solo and wear masks. 

A number of changes have been made 
inside each of the chain stores to protect 
against the spread of COVID-19. Clear 
plastic guards have been installed at regis- 
ters and pharmacies, and signage and floor 
decals are present in stores to remind cus- 
tomers to stand six feet apart. 

The signs can be found at every regis- 
ter, on the front doors and all throughout 
the interior of each store. After noting that 
online pickup orders are rising in demand, 
O’Brien discussed another significant 
development. 

“Aisles are now one-way traffic only 
and occupancy limits have been insti- 
tuted in our stores as well,” she said. 
“Whenever possible, we are opening only 
every other register lane to create further 
distancing between customers at check out 
instead of opening lanes right next to each 
other.” 

Stop and Shop has not only increased 
its own cleaning and sanitation efforts, the 
chain has hired third party cleaning ser- 
vices to tend to the stores. Management is 
doing all it can to decrease risk; workers 
are required to don masks and are taking 
an abundance of “extraordinary steps” to 
maintain safe shopping conditions. 

“We have a dedicated person at every 
one of our stores cleaning from 8 a.m. to 8 
p.m. - in addition to what our associates are 
doing. To help prevent the spread of germs, 
our associates are conducting handwash- 
ing, as well as using hand sanitizer,’ said 
O’Brien. 

In each town in which a Stop and Shop 
location operates, management has com- 
municated with local fire marshals to deter- 
mine the appropriate capacity for each 
store. Store management is tasked with 
enforcing the limits each day. 

“We recognize that our associates con- 
tinue to put forth hard work and effort to 
serve our communities during the COVID-

that our associates deserve recognition as 
temporary first responders,” said O’Brien. 
“With this, we announced that our associ-

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Guidelines updated for safe golfing 


REGION -— Golf is a healthy 
outdoor activity that is viable and 
relatively low risk. It is also an 
outlet for people to exercise and 
seek some physical and mental 
respite from the state’s stay-at- 
home advisory, all while sup- 
porting economic activity and 
employment in the local golf 
industry. With vast areas of open 
space with fresh-cut grass, trees, 
streams and ponds, a golf course 
provides the unique ability for 
social distancing in a stress-free 
environment. 

That said, there are guidelines 
that will be in place to protect 
the safety of our golf communi- 
ty, including players, golf course 
staff, and club and course offi- 
cials. These changes cover every- 
thing from booking a tee time to 
departing the golf course, and all 
things between. The ultimate goal 
is to keep everyone safe while 
they’re playing and to prevent the 
spread of COIVD-19. 

As golf season resumes, it 
is the responsibility of mem- 
bers and employees at all 
Massachusetts golf courses and 
facilities to strictly adhere to 
these guidelines that the state’s 
Re-Opening Advisory Board has 


issued to ensure that golf remains 
an appropriate recreational activ- 
ity. Additional measures may be 
put into place as we adapt to the 
“new normal” for the foreseeable 
future. 

“We’re excited that this first 
step has been made to re-open 
golf,” said Jesse Menachem, 
Mass Golf’s Executive Director/ 
CEO. “Our work isn’t done yet. 
We will continue to work with 
the Governor’s Administration 
to further clarify the orders and 
keep our members informed as 
the situation continues to evolve. 
We will base our decisions sur- 
rounding Mass Golf events on 
the safety and well-being of all 
of us.” 

AS a reminder, we are in score 
posting season and the USGA 
has addressed questions regard- 
ing Rules and Handicapping 
during the COVID-19 era. Please 
click here for more information. 

We understand that this year 
has been and will continue to 
be different than others. We’ll 
miss the celebratory high-fives 
and socializing in the clubhouse 
after your round concludes, but 
we will get back to that eventual- 
ly. For now, let’s enjoy the game 


with honor and begin to show 
once again that Massachusetts 
has the most enthusiastic golf 
community in the country. 

In order to ensure that upon 
reopening that all courses will 
operate in a safe and effective 
manner, we have provided the 
following guidance: 

Updated guidelines for golf 
course: 

Security personnel can be 
delineated by each club (ex. A 
pro and the head starter) and will 
be present to enforce social dis- 
tancing. There can be no other 
employees working at the rec- 
reational component of the golf 
operation. 

All staff must wear face cover- 
ings while on property. 

Course facilities including but 
not limited to the clubhouse, golf 
shop, restaurant, bag room and 
locker room must remain closed. 

No caddies allowed. 

No golf carts allowed, except 
as outlined below: 

The use of a motorized cart 
may be permitted for any indi- 
vidual with a disability who is

seeking a reasonable accommodation to 
ensure compliance with the Americans 
with Disabilities Act (ADA). A golfer who 
wants to use a cart should provide docu- 
mentation or otherwise certify in writing to 
the golf course that he or she has a disabili- 
ty that requires the use of the cart. 

Any carts used must be cleaned and san- 
itized after each use. The course operator 
may not use non-essential employees to 
handle the renting and/or cleaning of the 
carts. Only security and groundskeeping 
personnel are permitted on the premises. 

Players must 
either carry their own bag or use a push 
cart.

It is three-quarter of an inch in length and has black and yel- 
low stripes that run along each side of its body. Foliage can 
be riddled with holes and buds can be eaten as well. When 
mature, the larvae drop from the plant to the soil and pupate 
in a tight cocoon enmeshed in sand. The adult moth is 
yellowish brown, with a wingspan of about an inch. Its fore- 
wings are marked with brown zigzags while its paler hind 
wings have five or six spots on them. Eggs are laid in masses 
on the foliage; when the weather is warm they hatch in less 
than a week. The cross-striped cabbageworm as well as 
other caterpillars that attack broccoli and its relatives can be 
effectively controlled using one of the Bacillus thuringiensis 
(B.t.) products. B.t. 1s a microbial insecticide that produces 
protein crystals toxic to some insects but is safe for all mam- 
mals, birds and fish. The directions on the package can help 
time your application for when it will be most effective. This 
year I planted all of my cruciferous vegetables under a float- 
ing row cover, light spun polyester draped over wire hoops. 
We'll see how it works. In years past I’ve used this fabric for 
pest control early on, but never tried it for the whole season.
